Meredith Has

OXFORD, Miss. (AP) — Negro 


James II. Meredith said today he 
will not attend the University of 
Mississippi next semester "under 
the present circumstances." 


The 29-year-old Negro, first of 


his race ever knowingly admitted 
as a student at the university, 
didn't explain what, he considered 
his circumstances. 


But, since his enrollment under 


guard of federal bayonets Oct. 1, 
he has lived and attended! classes 
under the protection of federal 
marshal and federal troops. 


Meredith put it this way at a 


news conference in his dormi- 
tory: 


"It should be noted that I have 


not made a decision to discontin- 
ue my effort lo receive education- 
al training at the university. 


"Rather, my decision is not to 


attend the university next semes- 
lor under the present circum- 
stances." 


He said he intended to remain 


at the university at least through 
the end of the semester, taking all 
of his final examinations. 


Final examinations at the uni- 


versity are Jan. J8 through 22.
